sembly is now in the past, and 
to say it was great, does not 
give justice to the thought, but 
I will venture another expres- 
sion and say that it was “ex- 
ceeding magnifical” it was im- 
mense. 


Scores have expressed them- 
selves, that it was the greatest 
Assembly in the history of the 
Church. The harmony and fel- 
lowship was great, love was the 
dominant feature of the Assem- 
bly. 

There was a great deal of 
business attended to. The Gen- 
eral Overseer, with his counsel- 
ors were very busy during the 
entire Assembly, and a great 
deal of business was transacted. 

The Constitution 

The constitution was re- 
pealed, while many thought the 
eonstitution a valuable asset, 
others felt that it was not need- 
ed, but after consulting the ad- 
visability of retaining it, a vote 
was cast to repeal, therefore the 
constitution has gone down as 
a thing of the past. 


While the Assembly of 1921 
adopted the constitution by a 
unanimous agreement, and all 
thanked God for His leadings, 
we have felt that we should not 
repeal it until the Assembly was 
entirely ready, so this 21st An- 
nual Assembly thought well to 
do so, therefore it was repealed 
by unanimous consent. 

Elders’ Council 

The Elders’ council was so 
arranged that it is no more a 
self-perpetuating body, three 
are to go out at each Assembly 
and their successors selected by 
the Assembly. 

Arrangements were made for 
the Seventy Elders to meet with 
the twelve when officially called. 
This is arranged because there 
had been no provisions for this 
in former Assemblies. This how- 
ever is not an Assembly within 
itself to adopt rules, but only for 
council to help formulate plans 


Assembly. 

The office of the twelve and 
seventy did not go out with the 
abolition of the constitution, 
since this office existed before 
the constitution, therefore the 
repealing of the constitution did 
not effect the council of the 
twelve and seventy. 

Various Items 

The office of the Executive 
Council was abolished, only 
leaving the office of General Ov- 
erseer as before. This necessi- 
tated an arrangement to be 
‘made for editor and publisher, 
for this a publishing committee 
was appointed and power given 
to them to select an editor and

GENERAL ASSEMBLY

Tne Twenty-first Annual As- 
sembly has gone down on the 
pages of history as one of the 
greatest ever convened in many 
respects. Hundreds of ministers 
and workers were in attendance 
of whom we are all familiar and 
hundreds of new faces, many 
who have recently espoused this 
great Cause who came to attend 
their first Asssembly in order to 
familiarize themselves with the 
work and government of the 
Church. Thousands were en- 
thused over the prospects for a 
greater development along most 
every line. It was the opinion of 
many that the number in at- 
tendance very favorably com- 
pared with that of one year ago. 
The large auditorium was taxed 
to its fullest capacity. It was 
noticed in part of the day ser- 
vices that the auditorium was 
practically filled with those who 
were in actual attendance, 
which is to say were Assembly 
delegates from the various 
states and those who were es- 
pecially interested in the work 
of the Assembly. On Friday 
and Saturday evening there was 
literally a tide of humanity, 
many unable to get into the 
building. Hundreds remained 
on the outside for the lack of 
room. 


The officials and delegates 
were very busy and seemed to 
have their mind entirely ab- 
sorbed in the work of the As- 
hearts filled 
with divine love, many to the 
overflowing, therefore they did 
not feel that they could spare 
the time even to pay their re- 
spect to those who oppose us. 
No slang or criticism was of- 
fered to those who chdose not 
to agree with our every move. 
God was on the scene in a mar- 
velous way. Hundreds were 
blessed, edified and encouraged 
to go forward with the great 
work to which they are called. 
I feel that I must say just here 
that it is a genuine pleasure and 
great encouragement to see the 
thousands standing loyal, un- 
movable and sweetly resting in 
the Lord, remembering that all 
things work together for good 
to them that love God, to those 
who are the called according to 
His purpose. The Cause is the 
Lord’s, the battle is His and we 
are His, therefore whatever 
comes, though it may be a seem- 
ing reverse, God will surely turn 
it to victory and the furtherance 
of this glorious Gospel and tne 
establishment of His Church. 

The Introductory Address 
was delivered by the local pas- 
tor, S. W. Latimer, formerly 
overseer of Georgia. He was 
responded to by J. H. Walker, 
Harry Whittington, C. F. Bright, 
Mrs. Yosephine Walker and Mrs. 
Della Asher, and as a whole this 
service was very interesting and 
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instructive. Many of the saints 
rejoiced and shouted because of 
the privilege they enjoyed of re- 
turning to their home for a 
week’s feast with the Lord. The 


formal opening of the Assembly 
was Tuesday a. m. after which 
committees were appointed and 
the reports of the states were 
received which were very en- 
couraging. The indications 
were that many of the over- 
seers and ministers associated 
with them had met with re- 
markable success, for which we 
all rejoice together. 
Many important business 
items were considered and 
unanimously agreed and passed 
by the Assembly as their official 
interpretation of what they con- 
strued the Bible to teach with 
reference to the New Testament 
government of the Church. It 
was considered in the elders’ 
council and so construed that 
the offices of Editor and Pub- 
lisher and Superintendent of 
Education were not official po- 
sitions in the government of the 
Church and not heretofore in- 
tended to be so, but was merely 
an auxilliary office help, and 
that the position of General] 
Overseer was a position in the 
government of the Church, and 
in view of the fact that we have 
helps, government etc. mention- 
ed in the Word of God that they 
are no violence to the Scripture, 
merely as helps in carrying on 
the great work of the Church. 
The twelve Counsellors unani- 
mously recommended the repeal 
of the Constitution passed in 
1921, also the report of the Com- 
mittee on Better Government 
and its amendment passed in 
1922. This was done by resolu-~ 
tion unanimously approved and 
accepted by the Assembly which 
has the effect of abolishing the 
Executive Council which was 
provided in the amendment to 
the report of the Committee on 
later 
made an amendment to the Con- 
stitution. The twelve and other 
seventy Counsellors were re- 
tained as they were provided for 
prior to the adoption. The prin- 
ciple reason for the repeal of 
the Constitution was beca se of 
the fact that it had been made 
an issue and many of our good, 
honest, conscientious people 
have wondered if it was some 
man made creed or law in con- 
flict to the New Testament gov- 
ernment of the Church. Ax has 
been repeatedly stated =" so 
appears in the preliminary 
statement of the Overseer who 
presented the Constitution for 
its adoption, that it was notin- 
tended as such, further it was 
never.intended or believed to be 
a departure from the fundamen- 
tal government or teaching of 
the Church, but since it had 
been judicially determined that
